■ HOW is the new business going? 

It’s going really well, we’re really pleased. We’ve picked 
up about eight clients so far, all of different sizes. Obvi¬ 
ously as a marketing company we have to market and 
advertise ourselves! However, we are very lucky to also 
be getting recommendations. 

■ DO you work with any size company? 

All sizes - this week we have done a flyer for a one man 
business and are also booking a satellite TV campaign 
for a national legal company. We have built up a large 
contact list over the years and can turn our hands to vir¬ 
tually anything. 

■ HOW important is good marketing to the success 
of a business? 

It’s vital, all businesses need new customers and the only 
way you will get them is through advertising and mar¬ 
keting whatever form that takes - increasingly the inter¬ 
net and websites. You have to know though how to use 
them effectively and link with other media/advertising. 
More websites mean more competition so you need a 
hook to make people stay on your page rather than surf¬ 
ing round for the best bargain. 

■ DO you think it's important to have a marketing 
specialist? 

If you can afford one in house yes or the services of a 
company like The Consultancy. What we’re finding is 
that people are very busy running a business and they 
don’t have time to concentrate on marketing even though 
they recognise its importance. You need to have some¬ 
body focused on getting your name out there. You have 
got to promote a business constantly and when you ad¬ 



vertise have a reason for the customer to respond to that 
ad. Direct marketing produces results. 


■ ARE there any companies whose marketing strat¬ 
egy's you admire? 

Nationally the classy ads from John Lewis/Waitrose 
which just sell the product, I can’t stand ads where the 
creative people have been so indulgent you don’t know 
what the product is. I find the Lloyds Bank “With you for 
the Journey” strategy quite amusing! To me all banks are 
the same - they give you an umbrella when the sun is 
shining and want it back when it rains. Locally Clipper 
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Teas and Dorset Cereals have strong brand identity. 

■ SHOULD the marketing budget be the first to go 
in a recession? 

That is totally the wrong thing to do. With the recession 
the last thing you should be doing is shelving the adver¬ 
tising budget. You may scale down or try something new 
but you should still be doing something- even in a tight 
market you can increase your share by advertising. 

■ HOW does life in West Dorset compare to London? 

Two different worlds but both with good points. The 
countryside, coast and pretty villages make West Dorset 
a very special place - and the people are very friendly. 

■ WHO would be your three dream guests at a din¬ 
ner party? 

Dinner parties are best if not serious so, Ann Widdecombe 
as she always has something to say and would stand no 
nonsense or big egos, talking of which, Madonna for her 
skill at marketing herself so brilliantly for 25 years - she 
could give me a few tips and also perhaps advise Anne to 
wear one of her conical bra outfits on Strictly Come 
Dancing, that could help her chances. Then for style Dean 
Martin he would make sure the wine didn’t dry up and 
could flirt with the ladies. 

■ WHO is your marketing hero? 

Lots of people I admire for making a fortune and seizing 
opportunities at the right time. But my marketing hero is 
probably a contradiction in terms. Someone I admire is 
Julian Richer of Richer Sounds who left school at 19 and 
has built a million pound business. His book The Richer 
Way is a great guide for business people covering just 
what customer service should be. Everyone at BT and 
Sky should be made to read it.

A LONG-running dispute 
over the ownership of the 
Lyme Regis Medical Cen¬ 
tre has been settled with a 
judgement in the High 
Court. 

Dr Ian Conway and Mrs 
Alison Robinson, the wife 
of former Lyme GP, the 
late Barry Robinson, sued 
Dr Andrew Llewelyn and 
Dr Lyndsey Slater for the 
ownership of the building. 

A judge at the High 
Court in Bristol ruled that 
their claim had failed and 
awarded costs, thought to 
be a significant sum, to Dr 
Llewelyn and Dr Slater. 

They were also awarded 
damages to be assessed. 

The judge also dis¬ 
missed a claim by Dr 
Conway and Mrs Robin¬ 
son that the life insurance 
policies securing the debt 
on the building, taken out 
by Dr. Llewelyn and Dr 
Slater, were theirs.

NHS Dorset, which 
funds the centre to the tune 
of £1.6 million a year, 
have issued a statement 
saying they are in the 
process of reviewing the 
judgement and are await¬ 
ing the outcome of discus¬ 
sions between Dr Conway 
and the owners of the 
building. 

Reassurance 

The statement added: 
“We would like to reassure 
people living in and 
around Lyme Regis that 
the services will continue 
to be provided from the 
Lyme Medical Centre.” 

The centre in Uplyme 
Road was opened in 1994 
by Baroness Camberlege 
following the closure of 
the town’s cottage hospi¬ 
tal. The centre houses 


three functions - a phar¬ 
macy, community health 
services and doctors’ sur¬ 
geries. 

The League of Friends of 
Lyme Regis Hospital 
raised a sum in excees of 
£100,000 for the new cen¬ 
tre and own a small per¬ 
centage of the building. 

Dr Llewelyn now works 
in Harley Street in London 
but has been undergoing a 
GP retruner scheme at 
Wyke Regis in recent 
weeks. Dr Slater practices 
in Seaton. 

Neither were available 
for comment this week.

Seagull-proof waste bags on trial 


NEW seagull proof waste sacks are 
being trialled in Bridport and Lyme 
Regis to tackle the problem of rub¬ 
bish strewn across the streets. 

The sacks can hold two to three 
bags full of rubbish at a time and can 
be folded down for easy storage 
when not in use. 

Bridport Town Council’s Environ¬ 
ment Committee have negotiated a 
deal with West Dorset District Coun¬ 
cil to provide the sacks for a reduced 
rate of £5. 

Chairman of the Environment 
Committee, Councillor Dave 
Rickard said: “We have been trying 


to get access to these bags since last 
September. The most important thing 
for me is that this is a softer solution, 
it is a more flexible option than the 
wheelie bins which a lot of people 
have been calling for. This does the 
same job but it can be folded up and 
taken indoors afterwards. 

Reduced price 

“This is a pilot, and they are at a re¬ 
duced price, so we urge people living 
in the town to use them.” 

Bridport Town Councillor Ros 
Kayes added: “We were aware that 
much of the waste coming from bin 


bags comes from shops as well as 
residents and although West Dorset 
were initially sceptical, when we ex¬ 
plained that the collection times for 
the trade waste affects the length of 
time the bags are out, they could see 
the rationale.” 

There are currently 100 of the seag¬ 
ull proof sacks on trial in Bridport 
and Lyme Regis, available from 
Mountfield in Bridport and Lyme 
Regis TIC. 

WDDC services manager Ian 
Doyle said: “Its great, it gives people 
the ability to be flexible and it meets 
the local demand.” 


Bollard for Langmoor parking space 


A BOLLARD is to be 
erected to stop morotorists 
parking in the unallocated 
space outside the Hix Oys¬ 
ter and Lish House in 
Langmoor Gardens. 


The town council put the 
parking space up for rent- 
for £750 a year but had no 
talers. 

So to prevent abuse of 
the parking space council¬ 


lors have decided to erect 
a lockable bollard. 

The restaurant run by top 
chef Mark Hix asked if a 
sign could be out up rather 
than a bollard so that dis¬ 


abled customers could be 
dropped at the resturant en¬ 
trance and for the space to 
be used for turning but not 
parking. 

Councillor Stan Williams 
told the Operation Man¬ 
agement Sub-committee 
that it was impossible to 
turn outside the restaurant. 
He suggested that the 
restaurant be asked to pay 
for the sign if they went 
ahead with the request. 

However, members did 
not think a sign would pre¬ 
vent people from parking 
in the space. 

It was agreed to erect a 
bollard in the middle of the 
space to assist turning. 


Grit bins in place for winter 


LYME Regis Town Council is preparing 
itself for another icy winter with ten new 
grit bins. 

Last week’s Operational Management 
Sub-committee were told that the ten bins 
ordered by the town council had now been 
placed in locations around the town 
agreed with the highway authority, and all 
had been filled by Dorset County Coun¬ 
cil. 

Town clerk Mike Lewis also reported 


that he had been in touch with the county 
council cabinet member for transport in 
hope that the diversionary emergency ve¬ 
hicle route along View Road, Woodmead 
Road and Anning Road would be added to 
the gritting schedule. 

He said: “It would a great advantage if 
they were to grit the emergency services 
route in case we have a similar season to 
last year.”

Big crowd for fireworks display 


A CROWD estimated to be 5,000 in number gathered 
at The Cobb in Lyme Regis on Saturday evening for the 
town's annual bonfire and fireworks display. 

Earlier in the year there was some doubt whether the 
event, traditionally organised by Lyme Regis Regatta 
and Carnival Committee, would go ahead because of 
the cost of the fireworks. 

The committee wrote to Lyme Regis Town Council 
asking for a £500 donation from the toursim budget 
but councillors felt it would not be prudent to spend 
such an amount out of season in the current economic 
climate. 

But the Lyme Regis Hotels'and Restaurants Associa¬ 
tion, supported by the View from Lyme Regis, came to 
the rescue and launched an appeal to help pay for the 
fireworks. Several of their members contributed and 
generous donations were also received from local res¬ 
idents and other businesses. 


One of the biggest bonfires ever was built on The 
Cobb beach on Saturday morning with the help of 
members of Lyme Regis Football Club and View From 
staff. The bonfire even included an old piano. 

The bonfire was lit at 7 pm by the Mayor of Lyme 
Regis, Councillor Michaela Ellis, assisted by Tony Colston 
and Anne Bradbury representing the hotels and restau¬ 
rants association. 

A large crowd gathered along the seafront to watch 
the fireworks and the collection on Saturday amounted 
to £1,800 which will enable next year's event to go 
ahead. 

Wayne Bradbury, secretary of the hoteliers associa¬ 
tion, commented: "It was a great evening and good to 
see so many families enjoying themselves. We would 
like to thank everyone who helped in any way with this 
splendid evening." 
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'We will remember them' 


in 1940. Compere Philip 
Evans told an audience of 
over 100: “Tonight, 70 
years on, we salute those 
brave young men. At the 
time they did not thank 
they were anything special, 
just doing their duty. When 
it was all over after 101 
frightening, exhausting 
days, one of the said ‘we 
do not want to be remem¬ 
bered as heroes, we only 
ask to be remembered for 
what we did, that’s all’. 
Tonight we rmemeber 
them for what we did.” 

Living hell 

Mr Evans went on to pay 
tribute to the stoicism of 
the people of London who 
lived through “a living 
hell”during the blitz, paid 
tribute to those who were 
serving in Afganistan and 
also spoke about the un¬ 
ceasing work of the Royal 
British Legion. 

He also praised the local 
branch for their work in the 
community and paid a trib¬ 
ute to President Cecil 
Quick, in his 91st year and 
having been connected 
with the Legion for 65 
years. 

The festival started with 
a parade of Royal British 
Legion standards, with the 


Lyme branch standard 
being carried in the ab¬ 
sence of standard bearer 
James Rice, who was on 
holiday, by Coporal John 
Hunt, of The Rifles, who 
retires from the Army after 
24 years service in eight 
months. 

Other standrard bearers 
were Sarah Horton, from 
the Bridport branch 
Women’s Section, sister of 
the Mayor of Lyme Regis, 

Councillor Michaela Ellis, 
and Alan Brown from the 
Axminster branch.

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Councillors vetoe closing putting green

TOWN councillors have 
refused to allow the putting 
green - one of Lyme’s 
summer attractions since 
before the war - to be 
closed down. 

The putting green was 
moved to a new two-level 
site in Lister Gardens when 
the gardens were remod¬ 
elled as part of the coastal 
protection works, but rev¬ 
enue from the attraction 
has fallen to around £1,000 
for the season. 


At last week’s meeting of 
the town council’s Opera¬ 
tional Management Sub- 
Committee, deputy town 
clerk Simon Ratfcliff pre¬ 
sented a report on the two 
terraces currently allocated 
for putting being used for 
a boules area on one level 
and a picnic area on the 
other terrace. 


Mr Ratcliff told council¬ 
lors that the putting green 
needed a fair degree of 
maintenance for what was 
a relatively short playing 
season and the revenue 
earned was “quite small”. 

The suggestion of having 
a boules area in the gar¬ 
dens was suggested by the 
Lyme Regis Cancer Re¬ 


search UK committee in 
the hope that the council 
might share revenue from 
it with the charity. 

Mr Ratcliff said mainte¬ 
nance would be a lot less 
and the boules area would 
probably generate more in¬ 
terest. 

He also pointed out that 
part of the attendant’s hut 
was underused and only 
stored a small amount of 
equipment for the putting 
green. He said there was a 


possibility of letting this 
part of building as a re¬ 
freshment kiosk. 

But councillors were not 
in favour of losing the put¬ 
ting green facility. Coun¬ 
cillor Stan Williams 
pointed out that he could 
remember playing putting 
as a teenager going back as 
far as the war. 

He told members: “It is 
something different to 
mini-golf. I think it would 
be a great shame and a bad 
move to close it.” 

Councillor Peter Will¬ 
iams said there was putting 
in Lyme before the war on 
the Cabanya site. 

The Mayor of Lyme 
Regis, Councillor Mich- 
aela Ellis, thought it would 
be “wonderful” to have 
some play equipment in 
the gardens which would 
be free. 

Councillor Williams said 
here was plenty of room in 
the gardens to have every¬ 
thing they wanted with no 
lack of space for picnics. 

He added: “It would be 
retrograde step to do away 
with the putting. There are 
times when the min-golf is 
full and it serves as a good 
overflow.” 

Councillor Ken Meech 
agreed, saying: “The put¬ 


ting green needs a bit of 
TLC.” 

It was agreed to keep the 
putting green and to look 
at improving the drainage 
on the terraces as well as 
looking into the possibility 


of operating a tea coffee 
concession from the atten¬ 
dant’s hut. 

Members also agreed to 
look into floodlighting the 
mini-golf course to keep it 
open later at night. 


Town clerk Mike Lewis 
said they had been putting 
aside reserves for the 
floodlights and he would 
see whether they had 
enough money for the 
work to be carried out. 


Getting the money in 


THE importance of collecting public 
monies when they are due was 
stressed by long-serving councillor 
Stan Williams at a meeting of Lyme 
Regis Town Council last week. 

Whilst discussing the budget com¬ 
parison report at a meeting of the Op¬ 
erational Management Sub- 
Committee, Councillor Williams 
drew attention to a number of pay¬ 
ments for concessions that had not be 
made. 

“There is a lot of money outstand¬ 
ing. By autumn we should have got 
our money in,” he said. “We used to 
get all our money in before the sea¬ 
son slowed down.” 

The Mayor, Councillor Michaela 
Ellis, explained that the finance offi¬ 
cer Alison Hayward was chasing 


some of the outstanding amounts. 

Town clerk Mike Lewis also 
pointed out that some of the pay¬ 
ments were scheduled throughout the 
year. 

“We should only start to worry if 
we come to the end of the financial 
year with monies still owing,” he 
added. 

Shares falling 

Councillor Lorna Jenkin raised an 
issue about the council’s investment 
portfolio. She noticed that the coun¬ 
cil had £50,000 invested with the 
Bank of Ireland at 1.25 per cent in¬ 
terest and she pointed out that the 
bank was going through a difficult 
time with its shares falling. 

Mr Lewis replied that they were 
monitoring the situation very closely 


and the Bank of Ireland holding 
would be reallocated to an institution 
with a higher credit rating when it 
matured in December. 

Councillor Williams said he was 
worried that they had some big sums 
invested and they should be “spread¬ 
ing our money around”. 

Mr Lewis stressed that the coun¬ 
cil’s schedule of investments were in 
line with council policy. 

The council has a total of £1.61 
million on deposit or invested but 
this includes the £500,000 loan from 
West Dorset District Council for the 
Marine Parade shelters regeneration 
project. The first invoices to be set¬ 
tled from this sum would reduce this 
amount.

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Failed Strawberry Field allotments 
cost council taxpayers over £4,000

LYME Regis Town Coun¬ 
cil’s failed bid to create al¬ 
lotments on Strawberry 
Field cost over £4,000, 
councillors have been 
told. 

At the request of Coun¬ 
cillor Daryl Turner, a re¬ 
port on the efforts to 
establish 26 allotments on 
the field the council ac¬ 
quired for leisure and 
recreation purposes was 
presented to the Opera¬ 
tional Management Sub¬ 
committee by town clerk 
Mike Lewis on Wednes¬ 
day of last week. 


The council spent £420 
on ploughing the site, 
£220 on harrowing, £720 
on topsoil, £696 on ma¬ 
nure, £358 on fencing ma¬ 
terials, £150 to hire a mini 
digger and £175 on legal 
fees, plus £1,360 on coun¬ 
cil staff wages, totalling 
£4,099. 

However, plans to open 
the allotments were 
scrapped after landowner 
Cliff Powley claimed that 
they did not come under a 


leisure or recreational use, 
resulting in a legal argu¬ 
ment between him and the 
council. 

In his report, the town 
clerk said: “Staff had been 
working on the project 
since the summer of last 
year and as the initial 
legal advice had sup¬ 
ported allotment use as 
recreational there was no 
reason to believe that 
there would be a problem. 

“It was not envisaged 


that the landowner in a 
rural agricultural area 
would object to the peace¬ 
ful and appropriate pur¬ 
suit of allotment 
gardening, particularly as 
it had been well estab¬ 
lished that the use was in¬ 
tended to be temporary 
until such time as a plan 
and funding could be ob¬ 
tained for football or other 
long-term sporting pur¬ 
poses. 

Mr Lewis added that 
any abortive expenditure 
of public funds is “always 
regrettable” but said the 
on the job training that the 
council’s administrative 
officers and external 
workers received during 
the project could be seen 
“as an investment that 
will not need repeating”. 

He said: “Overall what 
is most upsetting, I found, 
is working with an enthu¬ 
siastic group of local peo¬ 
ple and staff towards a 
shared aim only to have to 
disappoint them in latter 
stages owing to a legal ar¬ 
gument that could poten¬ 
tially have cost the 
council an intermediate 
sum to resolve.” 

Mr Lewis wrote that the 
need for allotments had 


been proven and that they 
had find a potential alter¬ 
native site, just north of 
Lyme Regis Golf Club’s 
driving range, where a 
private landowner has of¬ 
fered a large section of his 
field. 

The new site is being 
“actively pursued” and 
the town clerk hopes that, 
if successful, some of the 
costs from the Strawberry 
Field site, such and fenc¬ 
ing and manure costs, 
could be retrieved. He 
added that some of the 
materials had already 
been used to benefit 
Langmoor and Lister Gar¬ 
dens. 

He concluded: “All in 
all it would be fair to say 
that the irrecoverable 
costs of the exercise were 
in the region of £1,500 
which has been met from 
the Strawberry Field ear¬ 
marked reserve of almost 
£19,000.” 

Mr Lewis’ report was 
accepted by councillors 
with no comment. 


Appeal to fix church clock 


ST Michael's Parish Church in Lyme 
Regis is appealing for donations to help 
fix the church clock. 

The clock stopped during summer 
after two years of ongoing problems 
and several short-lived attempts to re¬ 
pair it. 

The three auto-wind motors, which 
power the clock and chiming mecha¬ 
nisms, are about 15-years-old and have 
reached the end of their working lives. 
The only way to get long-term reliabil¬ 
ity is to replace the motors, costing a 
total of £4,820. 

St Michael's has received legacies 
from Michael Tristram and Doris Youde, 


in memory of her husband Arthur 
Youde, totalling £3,000, which their 
families have agreed can be used to 
help fix the clock. 

This leaves a shortfall of £1,820 and, 
as the Parochial Church Council be¬ 
lieves the clock to be of great benefit to 
the town, it is appealing for residents 
to contribute towards the repairs.

Lyme Matters

T HE photograph 
of the Dorset 
Regiment 
marching past the 
Marine Parade shel¬ 
ters towards the end 
of the war, repro¬ 
duced on page 14 of 
this week’s View, 
gives an interesting 
insight to how the 
shelters actually 
looked 70 years ago. 

The photograph was 
given to Lyme Regis 
Museum by Mrs Pa¬ 
tience Gent, daughter 
of the late Gilbert At- 
terbury who some of 


Lyme’s older residents 
will remember as town 
clerk from the 1930s to 
the late 1950s. 

The emergence of the 
photograph, which 
shows war-time mayor 
Alderman Will Emmett 


taking the salute, comes 
at a time when the look 
of our promenade will be 
changed for ever with 
work on the refurbish¬ 
ment of the shelters, 
costing £13 million, well 
advanced. 


As reported in the 
town council’s recent 
Newsletter, the scheme 
is moving ahead as 
planned with site prepa¬ 
rations and demolition 
completed and piling, 
foundations and under¬ 


ground drainage works 
making good progress. 

The town council has 
raised just over £1 mil¬ 
lion for phase one of the 
project, from loans and 
grant aid, leaving a fur¬ 
ther £350,000 to find. 

The volunteer fund¬ 
raising team is continu¬ 
ing to approach other 
grant-awarding trusts 
and major businesses 
and a “Share In The 
Shelters” scheme 

whereby the public can 
make contributions has 
so far realised just over 
£20,000. A good start. 


Contributions from in¬ 
dividuals and local busi¬ 
nesses are seen to be 
vital to the on-going 
fundraising efforts and 
the reason for this is 
outlined in the council 
newsletter. 

The article stresses 
that the shelters belong 
to all of us as a commu¬ 
nity that takes pride in 
the appearance and wel¬ 
fare of the town. And in 
whatever way we can, 
we each share with the 
public authorities a 
small part of the respon¬ 
sibility for maintaining 
and improving those 
qualities. 

t’s satisfying to be 
able to say, of some 
valuable aspect of 
the town’s life, “I helped 
to bring that about”. 

The newsletter goes on 
to point out that an av¬ 
erage donation of £10 
from 500 Lyme people is 
worth just the same as a 
single donation of £5,000 
in financial terms. But, 
as backing for other 
funding bids, those 500 
local people are a whole 
lot more influential 
than the single donor. 

That’s why the “Share 
In The Shelters” scheme 


invites each of us to de¬ 
cide whether we can 
make a contribution, 
either as a simple dona¬ 
tion or by sponsoring a 
part of the restoration, 
he fundraising 
team is being 
very pragmatic 
about the appeal for do¬ 
nations. recognising 
there are other impor¬ 
tant developments tak¬ 
ing place in the town 
looking for financial 
support. 

They don’t assume 
that restoring the shel¬ 
ters is any more impor¬ 
tant than the other 
projects, say the youth 
club or church organ 
fund, or that it should 
be a priority for any in¬ 
dividual. 

Each of us can decide, 
according to our own 
circumstances, 
whether we want to 
contribute or not. 

Those who are plan¬ 
ning to make a dona¬ 
tion but have not yet 
done so, are asked to 
send in their contribu¬ 
tions to the town coun¬ 
cil before the end of 
November because 
they will ensure that 
matched funding from 


Dorset County Council 
is not lost. 

I’m greatly in favour 
of the regeneration 
project and believe it 
will change the face of 
the Marine Parade for 
the better. 

With an improved en¬ 
tertainment area, reju¬ 
venated central 

pavilion and an area 
for market stalls, I 
think the new-look 
shelters will be a huge 
attraction. 

I know there are 
some concerns about 
the viability of the two 
community rooms at 
either end of the new 
construction, but given 
their position on the 
seafront I think they 
will be in big demand. 

I’ve also heard a 
whisper that the rooms 
could be called “The 
Assembly Rooms” 
which would provide a 
nice historical link. 

The volunteers who 
sat on the working 
party assisting the 
town council in plan¬ 
ning the project have 
done a superb job and 
have saved the town 
many thousands of 
pounds. 


EVENT OF THE WEEK... 


■ WITH a crowd estimated at 5,000 and a 
collection touching on £2,000, the an¬ 
nual bonfire on the beach and fireworks 
display was undoubtedly one of the events 
of the week. 

Well done to all those who worked so 
hard to make sure this annual event went 
ahead, especially the Hotels and Restau¬ 
rants Association who stepped in to raise 
enough money to cover the costs of the 
fireworks. I understand that all surplus 
funds will go towards next year's display. 

The Regatta and Carnival Committee 
have always undertaken the burden of fi¬ 
nancing the display in past years, unfairly 
so in my opinion, so it was heartening to 


see that the town at large was prepared to 
give generously to see one of Lyme's tradi¬ 
tional events continue.

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"Common Law Marriage" is an expression 
often heard in Dorset and elsewhere 


T here is a generally accepted view that if people live 
together for a certain period of time (usually 6 
months or 2 years) that relationship becomes a 
"Common Law Marriage" which confers all the benefits of 
a "Real" marriage. This is not correct, no matter how long 
people live with their partner, if they do not marry then 
there is no marriage, common law or otherwise. This can 
have a big impact in the event of separation. 

If the couple are married then on divorce the starting 
point for the division of assets, including the shared home, 
is 50% no matter whether the home is held in the parties 
joint names or just one party's name. However, if the par¬ 


ties are not married and the property is held in one party's 
name the other party may struggle to receive anything 
from the property even if they have contributed financially 
throughout the relationship. Various cases have been be¬ 
fore the court and where one party, usually the woman, 
has been unable to prove that she has contributed towards 
the mortgage she has been rendered homeless once the 
children, if any, no longer require care. To avoid this situa¬ 
tion it would be wise for anybody considering living with 
another to have a cohabitation agreement drawn up and 
Blackburn & Co are able to help with this.

Back To Earth on Dave, has confirmed that a new series of the sci-fi sitcom 
is in development.The news follows Coronation Street actor Craig Charles' 
announcement that he had been contacted about his availability for filming 
in January 2011.

of media. 

New exhibition Be Seated 
and Gaze - which is at The 
Courtyard Gallery from Novem¬ 
ber 14th to 28th - is a good case 
in point, providing the visitor 
with a glorious marriage of 
form, function and beauty in a 
show of deceptively simple 
benches and understated, 
closely observed portraits and 
still lives. 

Anthea Simmons met Rex Hel- 
ston (furniture maker) and Car¬ 
oline Frood (painter) to find 
out more about their back 
story and their aims for the 
show. 

Caroline had always loved 
drawing and painting as a child 
and the house she grew up in 
was full of the work of a great 
aunt, who was a professional 
artist. 

She specialises in painstaking 
studies of plants and flowers. 


The particularity of her gaze al¬ 
lows her to capture something 
beyond the mere depiction of 
the plant itself. 

She often chooses to paint 
plants past their prime, so that 
the viewer sees not only the 
structure of the flower but finds 
himself contemplating the pas¬ 
sage of time and the cycle of 
life itself, in the dessicated seed 
heads, papery textures and del¬ 
icate, faded colours of droop¬ 
ing petals and trailing leaves. 

Rex Helston set off on about 
as unrelated a career path as 
you could imagine! 

He read Law at Norwich and 
then went to work for a corpo¬ 
rate law firm. 

During that time, his frequent 
lunchtime visits to the wood¬ 
working tool stall on White- 
cross Street Market eventually 
prompted him to change ca¬ 
reer. 

He took himself off to Rye- 
cotewood College at Thame. 
On graduating, he returned to 
London to work, before mov¬ 
ing to Devon nearly 20 years 
ago. 

He has built up a loyal client 


base, with some relationships 
echoing the patronage of for¬ 
mer times. 

An admirer of the French Art- 
Deco furniture designer, Emile- 
Jacques Ruhlmann, Rex would 
not, however, describe himself 
as a classical furniture maker. 

He is motivated by the desire 
to take something from the 
conceptual to the concrete. 

So what is the reason for the 
show? Rex heard about the 
Town Mill Arts Guild through 
Hilary Highet, whom he had 
worked with before at Makers, 
the craft co-operative in 
Taunton. 


Both he and Caroline wanted 
to share what they do with 
other artists and the public 
and to be able to meet and talk 
to people who take an interest 
on their work. 

They will be stewarding their 
show themselves, so will be 
there to answer questions, and, 
as Caroline commented, it will 
give them both time away from 
the studio or the bustle of the 
workshop to reflect on their 
work and the direction in 
which they are going. 

They, too, will find some time 
to 'Be Seated and Gaze'. A rare 
treat.

Poetry for Pleasure by Frank McGarry 


"We might not have had the war; and then 
the world would not have been made safe 
for democracy, nor would militarism have 
been overthrown." 

Bertrand Russell, 1935 

TOMORROW, on Armistice Day, and also this 
weekend on Remembrance Sunday, the na¬ 
tion will pay homage to more than nine hun¬ 
dred thousand British servicemen who gave 
their lives in that terrible 1914-18 war. 

In 1914, at 55 years of age, A.E. Housman was 
too old to join the ranks, but many of his 
'Shropshire Lads'helped to fill the trenches. 
After the war Housman wrote this: 

HERE DEAD WE LIE 

Here dead we lie 
Because we did not choose 
To live and shame the land 
From which we sprung. 

Life, to be sure, 

Is nothing much to lose, 

But young men think it is, 

And we were young. 

Another of Housman's verses, this one would 
have struck a chord with many a grieving sol¬ 
dier's mother. 

OH STAY AT HOME, MY LAD, AND PLOUGH 

Oh stay at home, my lad, and plough 
The land and not the sea, 


And leave the soldiers at their drill, 

And all about the idle hill 
Shepherd your sheep with me. 

Oh stay with company and mirth 
And daylight and the air; 

Too full already is the grave 
Of fellows that were good and brave 
And died because they were. 

Another quarter of a million men and women 
of our armed forces perished in World War 
Two. And they have continued to lose their 
lives and their limbs since - in Korea, the 
Balkans, the Falklands, Iraq, Afghanistan and 
elsewhere. 

It was Lord Wavell, in 1944, who said, "It is a 
law of life which has yet to be broken that a na¬ 
tion can only earn the right to live soft by being 
prepared to die hard in defence of its living." 

Whilst we pay our respects to those who died, 
we should also respect those who served and 
survived, as Housman reminds us in this 
poem. 

SOLDIER FROM THE WARS RETURNING 

Soldier from the wars returning, 

Spoiler of the taken town, 

Here is ease that asks not earning; 

Turn you in and sit you down. 

Peace is come and wars are over, 
Welcome you and welcome all, 


While the charger crops the clover 
And his bridle hangs in stall. 

Now no more of winters biting, 

Filth in trench from fall to spring, 
Summers full of sweat and fighting 
For the Kaiser or the King. 

Rest you, charger, rust you, bridle; 

Kings and Kaisers, keep your pay; 
Soldier, sit you down and idle 
At the inn of night for aye. 

I find it a strange irony that poppies grow in 
Afghanistan just as they grow in Belgium. It 
was in May 1915 that John McCrae, a Cana¬ 
dian doctor, who was tending hundreds of 
British gas victims near Ypres, wrote the most 
poignant and most famous of the many mov¬ 
ing poems to be written during the Great 
War. It ended with this message: 

"If ye break faith with us who die 
We shall not sleep, though poppies grow 
In Flanders Fields."

THE Montien Thai Restaurant offers authentic Thai cuisine served in a traditional atmosphere. Thai food is cooked 
with fresh ingredients, including vegetables, poultry, pork, beef and seafoods. 

A variety of spices and fresh herbs - e.g. garlic, chilli, coriander and lemon grass - give Thai dishes a distinctive 
taste. Thai food is also served with a variety of condiments including ground red pepper, fresh chilli paste, vinegar 
with sliced pepper and fish sauce. 

Except for the rice dishes and noodle dishes, Thai meals are usually ordered family style, which is to say that two 
or more people order together, sharing different dishes. Traditionally the party orders one of each kind of dish. 
Thais eat with a fork and spoon, except for noodles, which are eaten with spoon and chopsticks. Thai food can be 
pungent and spicy, however you can indicate your preference for mild, medium or very hot. Vegetarian dishes can 
also be prepared to replace any dishes in our menu. 


N OT that I should need one, but running a 
monthly dining out feature in View2 gives me 
the perfect excuse to take the girlfriend out 
to sample some of the wonderful eateries on offer in 
our local area, writes FRED THOMSON. 

This month the spotlight is on the Montien Thai 
Restaurant in Bridport. I am a huge fan of Thai cui¬ 
sine and book here whenever possible, so the 
prospect of eating out and writing a few words 
about our experience, it has to be said, was an ab¬ 
solute pleasure. 

Located at 37 East Street (opposite the Bull Hotel) 
the restaurant is easily identified by the green 
canopy overhanging the front of the building. The 
interior is of a cozy size and decked out with an au¬ 
thentic Thai theme with plenty of vibrancy and 
colour. 

Staff are brightly dressed in traditional Thai style 
clothing, particularly the ladies who wear full-length 
pretty Thai dresses. 

We were handed menus and as my girlfriend read 
through I wondered off to take some photos for 
those who have not yet been to get a feel for it. 

The friendly waiter came to take our order and we 
decided to go for a starter to share - Tagra Montien 
Thong which consisted of chicken satay, prawns in 
tempura batter, Thai spring rolls, prawns and mixed 
chicken on fried toast and served with a combina¬ 
tion of sauces. The dish is pictured above. 

The variation of flavours and dipping sauces was 
exquisite and the carrot garnish shaped skilfully like 
a flower was very impressive. 

For main courses we also shared but selected a few 



dishes to try some different flavours. We went for 
Goong Pad Haeng - Stir Fried king prawns in very 
thin batter with garlic, spicy salt, red and green pep¬ 
pers, onion, spring onion and carrots; Pad Thai Gai 
- Special fried noodles with chicken, beansprouts, 
spring onions, tamarind sauce and ground roasted 
peanut wrapped in egg and topped with prawns; 
and Thai Green Chicken Curry - Green curry Thai 
style with aubergine, chilli, kaffir lime leaves, sweet 


basil leaves in coconut milk.There were various Rice 
types but we opted for the Khao Niew Thai style 
'Sticky Rice'. 

As you can see from the pictures, the food was 
beautifully presented and tasted absolutely superb. 
If anything we had eyes bigger than our bellies and 
over ordered so we had no room for dessert but 
rounded of a memorable evening out with a coffee. 

I recommend this restaurant as it is among the best 
I have tried in the local area.

Volkswagen wins the inaugural 
RAC future car challenge 


A VOLKSWAGEN Golf blue-e-motion prototype elec¬ 
tric car is the overall winner of the inaugural Future Car 
Challenge. The car also won its category. Most Eco¬ 
nomic and Environment Friendly Regular Passenger 
EV. 

The Royal Automobile Club Gold Medal for the winning 
vehicle was presented to Jim Holder, Editor of What Car? 
and Volkswagen engineer Folko Rohde who shared the 
driving. The pair joined a total of over 60 entrants in trav¬ 
elling from Madeira Drive in Brighton to Pall Mall in Lon¬ 
don - a distance of 57 miles - with the aim of consuming 
as little energy as possible. 

The Challenge attracted a diverse range of entries, from 
pure electric vehicles such as the Golf blue-e-motion, to 
hybrids, hydrogen fuel cell vehicles and highly efficient 
diesel cars such as the Polo and Golf BlueMotion. 

Powered by lithium-ion batteries, the Golf blue-e¬ 
motion has an electric motor with a peak power output 
of 115 PS and a range of around 100 miles in normal con¬ 
ditions. It can reach a top speed of 86 miles per hour and

accelerate from rest to 62 mph in 11.8 seconds. The car 
features regenerative braking that can activate when the 
accelerator is released and during the initial travel of the 
brake pedal. This reduces the amount of energy that 
would otherwise be wasted during driving. Despite its 
unconventional motive power the Golf blue-e-motion 
appears at first glance like any other Golf with a slightly 
reduced boot volume of 279 litres and space for five 
adults. 

This is the first time that a Golf blue-e-motion has been 
brought to the UK. It was found to have consumed the 
least energy of any of the diverse range of vehicles in the 
competition from Brighton to London which took in a 
challenging mix of country roads, and some severe Lon¬ 
don traffic jams. 

On arrival in London the Golf blue-e-motion had its 
data recorder removed by the RAC scrutineers and then 
joined the Polo BlueMotion and Golf BlueMotion entries 
plus all the other competing vehicles for a special display 
in Regent Street. Despite its conventional appearance 
this particular Golf attracted a lot of attention from mem¬ 
bers of the public, particularly when its bonnet was 
raised. 

On receiving the award, Jim Holder said: 'It’s a testi¬ 
mony to the abilities of the Golf blue-e-motion that it 
won despite the fact I’d never competed in any sort of 
eco driving challenge before. Folko was a superb tutor 
in getting the best from the car, but the fact is that this 
was a challenge on real roads and, in my case, without 
an expert ’eco 1 driver at the wheel. That just underlines 
how efficient the blue-e-motion is now - so to think how 
good it will be when it goes on sale in three years time is 
extremely exciting.
